Year of the 55 Olympiad at Tevs a City of Jonia, whither the Athe- 
nians had ſent a Colony, He was deſcended of one of the nobleſt 
Families at Athens. He lived in great Honour in the Court of Pa- 
 tycrates, the Tyrant or King of Samos, at that Time a Powerful Prince 
by Sea, and was of ſignal Service to him in matters of Government. 
His Verſes were of the Zyrick kind, or ſuch as were ſung to the 
Harp. The Meaſure he uſed was very muſical, and is called from 
him Anacrebntic; there is a vaſt Simplicity and Eaſe in his Words 
and Thoughts, but he dwells too much upon ſome Subjects, which are 
apt to make People think him a Man more addicted to Vice and 
Pleaſure than ſome allow he was, He appears by his Medals, to have 
been a Perſon of chearful Countenance, but with a decent Mixture of 
Gravity, His End affords us a Melancholy Reflection upon the 
Frailty of human Life.
